momeot when the Soup Kitchea has only 
been able to continue ite work by borrowing 
money from a friend, decided to discontinue 
this year the Passover Relief Fund, buat 
representations having been made to them 
of the hardship sach a course might entail, 
they-have resolved to make one more appeal 
and to explain exactly the state of their 
finances. 

To pay off the debt and to continue the 
distribution hitherto in use, will entail a cost 
of about £400, The Soup Kitchen Commtitee 
will cheerfully give their services, aad in- 
deed will endeavvur to improve the method 
of relief, but it must rest with the publi 
whether the Passover shall bea festival to 
many a poor family, and wh ther some cheer 
hi be broaght to those who waot some 
help and who it is believed deserve it.

The highly instractive paper of Messrs. Joseph Jacobs and Isidore Spielman, 
read at the Anthropological Institute last Taesday, sammed upa very large col- 
lection of materials which form an important contribution to anthropological 
eclence. Though the resnits were unfavourable to the physique of English Jews, 
it showed that their inferior position wasdae not to any inherent qnality, buat 
to the fact of the large proportion of poor among them. ‘At the same 
time, some of the points ought to convey alesson. Thegreat prevalence of colour- 
blindness should ensure extra care to bs taken with Jewish childrea in training 
their sense ofcolour, I[tis carious that while Jews are inferior in physique to 
their fellow-countryme», they are generally credited with being sap:rior in 
vitality. Very oftento be very strong is rather a temptation to over-exertion 
and the weakly min takes more care of himself. Bat, at the sam» time, tho 
investigations of Messrs. Jacobs and Spielmin show that much could bs done by 
Jewish parents, especially in the East End, to cultivate the physical capabilities 
of their children in giving them greater opportunities for athletic sporte, and the 
like, than they have hitherto cnjoyed. [n this regard the increased attention now 
paid at the Jewish Working Men’s Club t» physical recreation should be 
encouraged and extended.

(executor) and the Rev, Alexander D’Orsey, £200 to the Rev. A, Lowy, as Assistant 


Minister of the West London Synagogue ; £200 to Dr. Simon Schéntheil, Director 
of the Jews’ Deaf and Dumb Home ; £1,000 to Miss Goldsmid’s maid, and legacies 
to her other servants aud to various friends, and numerous valuable specific legacies 
(including her collection of old Valenciennes, Venetian, Brussels, Mechlin, old 
italian, Honiton, ani other lace) to her sisters, Mrs. Nathaniel Montefiore, the 
Countess d’Avigdor, and Miss Caroline Goldsmid, neices, nephews, and other rela- 
tions. £50 was left for distribut‘on among poor Jewish persons on the day of the 
burial.

THE PASSOVER RELIEF FUND. 


A meeting of the Jewish Soup Kitchen Committee was held on Wednesday 
to reconsider the question of the suspeneion this year of the Passover relief. 

A minute investigation of the accounts has shown that with the best inten- 
tions the Committee has during recent years applied to relief for Passover funds 
which more properly belonged to the Soup Kitchen, and the Committee was 
almost placed in the dilemma of either closing the Kitchen or discontinuing the 
Passover Relief Fund. 

The President, Mr. Alfred L. Cohen, has tided over the difficulty by 
advancing the necessary sum by way of loan. The Soup Kitchen has remained 
open and it rests with the Jewish pnblic now to say whether by its contributions 
the relief fund for Paseover shall or shall not be continued. 

It is posstble that some abuses have been allowed to grow up in past years, 
but part of the condition of the President’s loan has been that the system of 
distribution shall be re-modelled, and measures will be taken so that the help shall 
be only given to those who not only really want it but also deserve it. 


Unitep SyNaAGoaue.—The principal business for consideration at the next 
meeting of the General Council of the United Synagogne will be the Recommen- 
dations of the Building Committee. It was recently arranged that, as far as 
possible, an annual report on repairs required during the year should be presented 
to the Council by the Building Committee.

THE SUPPLY OF KOSHER MEAT. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 
Sir,—When some three years ago you were kind enough to insert a letter ¢ 
mine, advocating the importation of kosher meat, I was in hopes it would hey 
induced more influential men in the community to awaken the Board of Shechiy 
out of their slumbers, and I would not have troubled you again had it not been fg 
the following facts. 

On Saturday last an order in Council was passed prohibiting from that day the 
importation of cattle and sheep from Germany. Under the present regulations of the 
Shechita Board this order makes the supply of kosher mutton entirely dependent 
the produce of: the Home Counties and the imports from Holland, while during th 
next few months it must raise the price enormously ; English mutton being very 
scarce at this time of the year, and very little Dutch ripe for killing till June « 
July, while the latter supply may be cut off any day by an order in Council or othe 
unforseen circumstances. 
Is it not high time the Jewish poor and middle classes should be enabled w 
enjoy that immense boon, the large supplies of dead meat arriving daily from every 
part of the globe, without infraction of their dietary laws! 
Or is the Board of Shechita, with an apparent mistrust of all established Jewish 
authorities abroad, to consider every supervision except their own insufficient, and 
so drive the consumer to the trifa butcher.

JEWISH HOME, 


The annual meeting of the subscribers to the Jewish Home was held on Sunday 
at the Home, Stepney Green, Mr. F. D. Mocatta, President, in the chair. 

In moving the adoption of the Annual Report and Balance Sheet (an abstract 
of which has already been published in the Jewish Chronicle), the Chairmm 
expressed regret that there had been no increase in the amount derived from sub- 
scriptions and donations, which had practically remained stationary. He 
the public would rally to the Home and give it the €600 required to cover the deficit 
on the gc working. At present only half of this amount had been received. The 
Home, he was glad to say, continued in its usual state of efficiency. Nine inmates 
had been admitted during the year, the Investigating Committee taking care 
ouly the very best applicants were accepted as candidates—and eight had been lost 
by death. The legacies left to the Institution during the year were small; bat be 
would rather have the gifts of the living than the bequests of the dead. The income 
and expenditure had almost balanced in 188%, and he trusted that this year aged 
sufficient donations would be got in to enable the Committee to continue the 
as efficiently as hitherto. A portion (£700) of the Levin Bequest would bes 
in a few months, and this sum would either be funded or would be expended for ® 
useful object...

As bankers. as merchants, and as 
philanthropists the Jewish race had produced some of the finest men the world had 
ever seen, and among Englishmen they would ever find a cordial welcome (cheers).

The Pastoral visit of the active Delegate Chief Rabbi has been highly appreciated 
by all c’asses and sections of the community. 

The Manchester Guardian says: “The visit of Dr. Adler, the Delegate Chief 
Rabi, to Manchest», and the ceremonials in which he had an important share, have 
an interest for those who are not members of the Hebrew Church. For a century 
the Jews have kad a share in the growth and prosperity of Manchester. They 
have been good citizens and hearty contributors to the public weal, and have 
earaed the esteem of those who are neither of their race nor of their faith. There 
fore it is that the Mayor of Manchester, known as a prominent member of one of 
the orthodox Christian sects, lays a corner stone of their synagogue and wishes it 
success &} a house of worship. If such an incident is creditable to the Jews of 
Manchester, it is creditable also to the community wherein they have cast their 
lot. The annals of the Jews since the dispersal contain many, far too many, records 
of contumely, suffering, and death visited upon them by Gentile hands. And at the 
present day, if the fierceness of the persecution has somewhat abated, there are 
still many cities and many countries where they are subject to pains and penalties 
and to social injustices that are intended to degrade the victim, but which in realiity 
degrade only the oppressor. Here, at least, the Jew has all the rights of citizen. 
ship, and is free to shape his own destiny and to worship in his own faith and after 
his own fashion.

As a guarantee of the desire of the Council of Jews’ College to meet 
Congregation,two of its members, Sir Philip Magnus and Mr. Claude Montefiors hat 
heen elected on the Council. But apart from this, any corporate body making a vrai 
to the College obtained thereby the right of sending a delegate to the Coungj}. Then 
was a crowing spirit of reform among the present students of the College, and amone 
the ministers it- had sent forth. The latter had entirely revolutionised Irovincia! 
congregations, and made the Jewish name honoured in their towns, while ther 
themselves were received as colleagues in the work of progress carried op by al 
denominations. He urged the meeting to pass his resolution by a decisive yotp ’ 

Mr. BE. V. SALAMAN seconded the proposition. 

Mr. Putniie FAK strongly protested against any grant to an institution pre. 
sided over by the Chief Rabbi, who had refused to remove the ban of excommunig 
tion under which the synagogue had been placed for nearly half a century, fe fy, 
this matter very deeply ; he did not want to be an excommunicated Jew, and white 
the ban existed he could not support a proposition such as that of Mr. Simon, 7 

Mr. A. be MaTrTos MocaTta said that although the resolution was only the e. 
pression of a hope, it was of importance, inasmuch as if passed, it would have ty 
influence the Council one way or the other. He did not think the synagogue ip jm 
corporate capacity should support Jews’ College, for if it did, there was no reaug 
why other gentlemen sitting at that table should not apply for grants in aid ¢ 
educational and charitable institutions in which they were interested. He did o¢ 
think a case had been made out in the present instance. It was evident that in forg. 
ing a Ministers’ Training Fund it was not the opinion of its founders that minister 
could be obtained from Jews’ College ; and it was not to be expected that the gry. 
gogue should support the two objects coincidently. Nor could it be pretended tha 
the wentlemen trained at the College were available for that synagogue, and as long 
as their ministers were not allowed to preach in an orthodox synazorue, the Jews 
College did not act for them asit did for other synagogues. That two of their men. 
bers were on the Council proved nothing, for they sat on that body merely as privay 


individuals. 


Mr. CLAUDE G. MonrTerIORE said that the objections which had been alvane/ 
to a grant were of a twofold character. On the one hand it was urged that & 
synagogue could not give to indiscriminate charities, and in the second place that it 
should not help Jews’ College because it was a reform synagogue and:the College 
was supposed to be orthodox. -The charity argument was not strong, for th 
synagogue made a grant to the Jewish Board of Guardians, and it seemed to him thé 
as regards the general interests of Judaism. the College stood quite as high andonw 
important a platform as the purely charitable institution. .As to the argument about 
reform and orthodoxy, he held that they must not look to the mere advantage of mh 
synagogue. They had had ministers outside the College, and they also had a minister 
from that institution... Therefore there could not be agreement on this point . Me 
maintained that as the congregation supported the Board of Guardians because i 
looked after the poor outside their own body, so it should support the College thas 
looked after the larger community to which they claimed to belong. If that laa 
body was not sympathetic, it would be taking a petty revenge to refuse a grim 
the College. which; as individuals, théy recognised was doing good. 

Mr. F. D. Mocatra said that he had every respect for the College whid-l 
supported because it was an excellent and progressive inst@ution. But he wa 
impressed by the argument used ona previous occasion by Mr. Cecil Henriques t ‘ 
every beneficent body should attend to the particular duties w hich had called i 
forth. He would like to see in their synagogue a number of free seats and 4 gre 
number of cheap seats, and if their means increased, he would wish that cheap sem 
might take precedence over the Board of Guardians and Jews’ College. He advise 
Mr. Simon to withdraw his motion, and to let the matter remain quict until another 
meeting 
to impress his colleagues more than he had done that day. . 

Mr. LeoroLp SCHLOSS sincerely sympathised with the object which Mr. Suna 
had in view, and which was worthy of support from. the synagogue. He 
voted fora grant at the Council when the motion had only been lost .by & majony 
of one. He could not help thinking, in spite of Mr. Simon's disclaimer, tha the 
motion looked like a censure on the Council.

Bi) English speaking peoples at the mournful tidings that John Bright is no more. 
s illustrious Englishman, and the renowaed spokesman of British freedom, Mr. 
ight, throughout his entire career, has been remarkable for his strenuous oppo- 
tion to the political connection between Church and State, bat with equal force 
be hai been the unflinching advocate of the union of Religion and Politics. The 
tings of his actions upon every public question with whizh he dealt were not 
sisted witha dropof what is commonly uaderstood by political prejudice—they 
ete the pure outcome of the religious idea and of that part of Christianity which, 
ing its source in Judaism, was t» his mind composed of the high spiritual and 
thica! character best designated as the :eligiou common to all good men. This 
Beligwous idea was One Which John Bright made the keynote of his life ani which 
y contesded with all the powers of his unrivalled oratory should not be divorced 
som theafairsof the State.

“On the true faith ofa Christian,” Mr. Bethell (afterwards Lord Chancellor, by the 
title of Lord stbury), delivered an opinion in favour of the competency of Mr. Salo- 
mous tosita‘tertsking the o.th with those words omi ted : bat Sir Fredk. Thesiger 
(afterwards Lori Chancellor as Lord Chelmsford) held a contrary opinion. On this 
o.casion Mr. Bright spoke with his ae -ustomed el quenceand love of jistice. Hesaid he 
would not go into the question of law, for as far as law was concerned they were com- 
pletely in the dark. As to precedent, the House had done more ia 1832 than it was 
now asked todo. Iu the case of Mr, Pease the House left out the words “on the 
true faith of a Christian’; he was a Christian, and there was no need for the omis- 
sion, Ile did not like to use the words“ on the true faith of a Christian,” because 
he understood the expression to be in ths natare of an oath, and to oaths of any 
kind the Society of Frien is entertained a consvientious and insurmountable objec- 
tion—and the House dropped them. Bat it did more, it did not require him to pro- 
mise to defend the Crowa; asd it, moreover, absolved him from taking several 
osths and permitted him to make an affirmation. “Why, then, if members of the 
Society of Friends, being Christians, were permitted to omit thes particular words 
from their Parliamentary declaration, was Mr. Salomoas, n»t ocing a Christian, to 
be compelled to repeat these words, he declaring them to be in no way binding upon 
his conscience, and offering, at the same time, to tak» the oath which was binding 
on his conscience! The people of this country were loyal enough without these 
oaths. No men were seat there who neeled t» bo bound in their allegianee to the 
Sovereign, or their obedience to the law by any oaths whatever, especially by such 
oaths as thos» passed two or three ceaturies ago, 


He should like some clean sweep 
to he made of these oaths, and that they should regard each other, as he believed 
they were, as patriotic citizens of their coun ry, coming th re to do that which was 
their duty to their country, and not binding themselves ia the slighest degree by 
those antiquated forms of asseveration which our ancestors of old had created, and 
which were totally unsuited to the times in whivh we lived.” Mr. Salomons, being 
called upon, ad tressed the House; bat the H suse decided, by 231 vo es againat 81, 
that be should withdraw. The question was revived the next day, when Mr. Bright 
again spoke on behalf of the claim of the uaswora member for Greenwich, Lord Joha 
Russell moved a resolution denying the right of Mr. Salomons t» sit until Hé had 
taken the‘usual oath. Tne debate wa: prolonged through two evenings, and after 
several amendments and divisions the motioa was carried in its original form by 
123 to 63, Upon each poiuat Mr. Bright had something to say and always voted 
in the minority. He censured Lord Joha Rassell for his motion, On the 28th of 
July the Speaker read to the House a letter from Alderman Salomons respecting the 
actions at law which he hal t» defeal for sitting and vostiag on tie previous 
Monday, the 21st. Then followel the consideratioa of the Greeawich Petition upon 
the motion of Sic Benjamin Hall. Me. Bright sapported the motion, voting ia a 
minority of 743 against 135. A similar petition from the City of Londoa respecting 
Baron Rothsch ‘ld's :ight to sit was aiso considered, a motioa being made about it by 
Mr. RaikesCurrie. ‘Tae two motions were tiat the electors of the tw» cdistituen- 
cies be heard by counsel at the Bar of the House io pursuance of the prayer of the 
said petitions. Again Mr. Bright voted on the side of freedom. Mr. Bright's 
principal speech upon the“ Jewish Qaestion” was delivered in the Hoase of Com- 
mous oa the 15th April, 1853, during the debat+ on the third reading of Lord John 
Russell's Jewish Disabilities Bull. This Bill had beea repeatedly int-oduced and 
passed the House of Commons, but was always thrown out by the Lords. It was 
only by resolution that the first two Jewish Members of Parliament, Baron Roth- 
schild and Alderman Salomons were enabled to take their seats in tha House of Com- 
mons ten years after the election of the forme: aud eight years after tat ot the 
latter. This was done by an Act of Parliament enabling each House to dispens» 
with the words “Oa the true faith of a Christian ’ in the case of Jews at’ the will 
and pleasure of either House.’ The consent of the Lords to this measure was oaly 
giined by a threat of Sir Richard Bethel. It was ascepted asa compromise and 
only asa compromise, said Lord Derby, the Prime Minister of the day, to prevent a 
serious conflict between the two Houses of Parliament. But it was not by statute 
that the words were finally reinoved until the second Reform Bill of 1867, From 
1858 to 1867 each Jew returaed could only sit and vote by virtus of a resolution 
which became a standiog order. 

The speech of Mr. Bright, in 1555, 0n Jewish Disabiities was a complete and vigor 
ous vindication of the principles of religious equality, Thethird readiag was carried 
on that occasion by 288 to 230 votes. But the Bill was once more rejects 1 by th» 
House of Lords by 164 to 115, Joha Brigh’'s attitule on the Jéwish qasstioa was 
single-hearted, manly and enthusiast.c, and notin consequence of any personal 
sympathies. Up to that time Mr. Bright had probably not a single personal 
acauaintance among the members of the Jewish commuaity. Ile became acquaintel 
with Alderman Silomons. Later on be founda cordial friendship with Serjeant 
Simon. with whom relation was r-taiaed during the last twe sty years,

HEBREW AS AN ACADEMIC STUDY. 


Tar recent discussion at the Council of Jews’ College has called attention 
once more to the claims of Hebrew as an examination subject. On the pre- 


vith London University and there is certainly an excellent case to be made 
out in that instance. But the subject is one of wider reference and the case of 
lanion University is only one of several where the claims of Hebrew might 
be urged with some effect. The duty of urging those claims is clearly ’pne 
that devolres upon Jews, and certainly if they do not carry it out, it cannot 
be expected that others will. 

In earlier days there was no need to urge the claims of Hebrew as an 
wademie study of equal rank with that of the classics for the entirely satis- 
ictory reasons that those claims were fully recognised and established. 
Hebrew, Greek, and Latin were the three recognised learned tongues and 
treryone who claimed to be learned knew at least the rudiments of the sacred 
mmguage, Tt was not alone clergymen from whom such knowledge was 
mured. All who aspired to a liberal education included a knowledge of 
Hebrew in that aspiration. There is at least. one school, the Merchant 
Tayors School, where Hebrew even to the present day is taught as part of 
the ordinary carriculum in the higher forms. It would be curious to Icarn 
tow many Hebraists have been turned out from this school. But at any 
eit has produced one of the best of modern English works on Hebrew 
“mposition, the Rev. C. J. Hebrew Primer.” 


The results of the general study of Hebrew in England were satisfactory 
tough to suggest the revival of the practice.

a liberal curriculum. And looking around us at the present day we can see 
more cogent examples for a larger encouragement of Hebrew studies by the 
English universities. The widening of interests in contemporary education 
is one of its most marked characteristics. Science with all its multiplicities 
of branches has been added within recent memory. Modern languages, again, 
bave only recently received the stamp of academic approval. Where Celtic 
and Chinese receive their meed of attention, it does not seem over ambitious 
to demand equal rights for Hebrew. The science of philology is engrossing 
more and more attention, more earnest students every day, and the field of 
its application is widening with each decade, The main results of Aryan 
philology have now been laid down for ever, and eager students are seeking 
for fresh worlds to conquer. . The Semitic languages are the closest at hand 
and tothem Hebrew must always serve as a key. 

The United States have recently given aremarkable proof of the vitality that 
lies hid in Hebrew studies. Ten years ago Hebrew was only languidly studied 
by afewtheological students. Suidenly an interest was kindled in the sub- 
ject, an organisation was established for the study by Prof. Harren of Yale, 
and there are now literally thousands of students eagerly studying Hebrew 
with all the modern methods and from pure interest in the subject. What 
the United States have done, England could do and doubtless soon will do 
if the proper initiative be taken and the proper incentive be given. Ia America 
Jews are taking a worthy part in the revival: Des. Apter, Gorrnetn and 
Jastrow contributing their knowledge, energy and zeal tu the movement. 

Here in England the initiation should come from us. ‘ Physician, heal 
thyself,’ the world might reply to Jews, if we urged too strongly the unsatis- 
factory state of Hebrew studies among Englishmen in general. There is for- 
tunately a marked revival of interest in our ancestral literature, and this 
only wants fostering for a time and we may expect literary activity in the 
Hebrew sphere worthy to rank with the work turned out on the Continent. 
After all, every fresh scholar must begin anew: a German Jewish lad has 
not any special gift which enables him to learn Hebrew quicker or better than 
an English boy. Asinother branches of scholarship, England is again 
taking her proper place in the learned world, so we hope it may be with 
Hebrew. It needs only two or three enthusiastic and capable scholars, 
and a school would soon form that would in its way rank with those in Ger- 
many. We must of course remember that the conditiongof life are somewhat 
different in the two countries. There is nothing in England corresponding to 
the Gelekrtes Leben abroad. Here scholarship is regarded rather as a 
refined amusement of the cultured than as a means of livelihood and study, 
and suffers accordingly. But nous changerons tout cela, ani the signs of the 
change are already discernible. The number of small universities that are 
constantly springing up will create in course of time the learned world, which 
the same cause has produced in Germany. And we miy depond upon it 
Hebrew will take its proper rank in the subjects which will bo regarded as 
worthy of a student’s zeal and worth assisting by means of those material 
rewards which the modern student seems to need in order to keep his zeal up 
to the mark, 

We have preferred to discuss the subject in a more general way than usual; 
an academic topic is rightly treated academically. But we are convincel, with Sir 
Pattie Maanvs, that for the immediate object in view, to obtain the admittance 
of Hebrew among the optional subjects of the. Matriculation examination, 
stress should be la‘d upon the general claims of the Holy tongue rather than 
upon any special advantages which Jews would derive from the adoption. It 
is illusory to supp2se that parents who would not otherwise have their 
children taught Hebrew will do soif it is added to the London curriculum. 
The analogy of Sanskrit and Arabic cannot be pushed toofar. These lan- 
guages are allowed because each is an ‘oflected language, has a literature 
of some importance, and is the holy language of a great religion. The same 
and more can be said of Hebrew, and there seems therefore no reason why 
an examination that includes them should not include it.

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SABBATARIANS IN SOUTH HUNGARY. 


— 


The Rev. Dr: GASTBR read a paper on “ SabLatarians in a 
‘meeting of the Jews College Literary Society on Sunday evening. r 
presided, 
sete hor. Dr. Gaster said that he would ask his audience to follow him in au 
adventure which was more appropriate to medieval remance than to moseen 
realiam. They «ll knew the legends concerning toe Ten Tribes and the River “y"" 
batyon. Le would not undertake to say how mach of truth and how mach © 
fiction there might be in the legend, buat he mentioned it because in oldea times 
the Jews «poke of brethren who had been lost. He had gone in quest not of lost 
brethren. but of new brethren, of an entire, population who had passed over from 
Christianity to Judaism ‘To sift the truth he had set out two years ago in order to 
find out those new brethren,and what he had heard andseen he would relate that even- 
ing. Far away in Hungary within the majestic range of the Carpathians, there lived 
the remnants of an ancient race whica had settled in the valleys of Transylvania, 
‘eolated from the world, affected but little by the world’s changes, and retaining 
the archaic forins of the Hangarian language, In the midst of this territory was 
situated the village of Bozid Ujfala, where thrived a small colony of Jews. The 
land on which they lived was their own. Their possessions had dwindled down ; 
but formerly all that the eye could survey belonged to them by right of conquest 
and iuberitance. Ilaving describei bis journey to the locality, Dr. Ga-ter observed 
that he reached his destination uncertain till the last moment whether he was ou 
the right trac kK for the existence of thec ilony was wholly uvskoown to the Jews 
living but a short distances from them. To his great satisfaction he found that his 
journey bad not been in vais ; and ot arriving in the village, the first p>rson for 
whom he inqui-ed was-the Parnass. He ani his trevelling companion halted at 
what seemed and indeed was a peasant’s hut. The proprietor received them with 
the utmost court &y. What attracted Dr. Gaster chiefly was the contemplation and 
revelation of the power and the inspiriting influence of the Jewich religion. The 
inspiriting element was too much scattered to allow of a comprehensive survey ; but 
the effect which his visit to the colony had on him was that he retarned from it 
with a deepened sentiment of reapect and admiration. 
whea he arrived; all had struck work, and in every home the preparations were 
being completed to meet the divine bride. He attended the Sabbath evening service 
in the Synagogue, a emall structare built only 25 years ago, but already decaying 
owing to the inferior quality of the materials with which it had been constructed. 
Almost the entire congregation, men, women and cdildren, numbering about 150, 
were present. He heard such a swell of voices, rising and falling, as one heard 
only among Chassidim Nowhere else had he witnessed such fervour. such religvious 
feelings. Most of the men had learnt Hebrew ; but a few of t»xe more advanced in 
age etili clung to the old Hungarian dialect.. It was touching in the extreme to 
bear cach one called up to the Law at the morning service as “ A Son of Abraham.” 
His thoughts wondered far from his surroundings, as he mused over the heathens 
who had become Jews of the nest orthodox SLAIN), and who had taken up heavy 
burdens for the love of Judaism add for its greatintrinsic truths. He thought where 
would it be powitle to obtain inspired missionaries to work amoxg these new Jews 
as did the miisseonaties who were sent to savages in far off Continents! One thing 
particularly prompted him with the desire to see this missionary work carriei on, 
for the colony bad as Shochet a Hungarian Jew who for many reasons Was morally 
ufifit for the semi-religious position be held. Dr. Gaster collected from the people 
as many accounts ae he could, and he also obtained copies of their prayer books. 
They now used the ordinary prayer books with a Hungarian translation. Wild and 
romantic legends floated among them concerning the past, They spoke of fearfal 
persecutions they endured in foreign countries, of unheard-of tortures which their 
forefathers utderwent for the sake of their new religion. Whether these interesting 
poopie originally came from Spain or were the last of the Khazars, he had been 
unable to settle, They were undoubtedly the decendants of crypto Jews, of a sect 
whieh practia d Judairm, their chief observance being that of the Sabbath. They 
must not be confounded with the Russian Sobbotaiks, who were Christiana, the only 
difference between them and their other fellow Christians being that they kept 
inet ad of Sunday as the Sabbath. 
Gaster then procéecded to give arketch of the habits and customs, and of 
the religious life of the South Hungarian Sabbatarians. They hal gone from time 
to time to. Church, bat avoided eating the Eucharist, especially on Passover, for

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THE COMPARATIVE ANTHROPOMETRY OF ENGLISH JEWS. 


On Tuesday evening a paper on “ the Comparative Anthropometry of English 
Jews” was read by Messrs Joseph Jacobs = § Isidore Spielman at the Anthro- 
pological Institute. 
The paper dealt with the results of 8,863 measarementa and weizhings carried 
out on 423 individuals measured at the Jewish Working Men's Club and at Mr, Spiel- 
man’s residence. By this means a contrast waa obtained between the badly nar- 
tured Jews of the East Ead, and the mora favourably situated Jews of the 
Western districts. The measrement was taken b instruments similar to those 
employed by Mr. Galton in 1885 at the H wath Exhibition, They were 
exhibited and described ; they included tests fork seaness of sight, strength of 
pull and of stronger hand, height standing and sitting, weight, span of arms, 
colour sense, jadgment of eye, highest audible note, breathing power, colour of 
hair and eyed, la alm rat these tise m sasurem tak masa whole, were 
inferior to those taker by Vir. Galton. Bat this was exolained by tho fact that 
Mr. Galton’s subjects were of the better aurture ciasses of Kaglishinsn, whereas 
the total results of the paper were larze'y affected by the measurements of Kast 
End Jews, who naturally do not make s9 good an appearance as thoir better 
nurtured or:thren. Some interesting details were given. Thus ia keenness of 
sight the results were more favourable with Jews and Jewesses who sh rwed them- 
slightly superior in this respect. Agaia in weight, tho S:phardim showed them- 
selves conspicaons and the sdperior solidity of the Juwess asserted itself here, as 
might have been anticipated. West Ead Jews showed themselves sup-rior to 
Mr. Galton’s subjects in ksenness of sight and spin of arms. Jowessos showed 
themselves superior to the lady visitors of the “ Healtheries”’ ia keena-ss of 
sight and strength of squeeze but were inferioc in everything else, 
Turning to m-asarements not tak -n by Mr. Galtoo, aad therefora not com- 
parable with his resalte, the colour of hair and eyes of Eaglish Jews was then 
touched upon and compared with that of foreiga Jews. Strangoly enough Bag- 
lish Jews seemed to have less blue eyes than foreigaers 11 per cont. agaiast 19 
for Prussian and 23 for Russian and Austrian Jewa, and this result coald not be 
due to the presence of Sephardim, woo showed as many as 21 per cent. of aaure 
orbs. Asregards blonde hairthe case was somiwhat different: only 12 per 
cent. of Sephardim showing this against a quarter of Eaglish Jews who were 
much the same in this regard as foreign Jews. 
Some remarkable disclosures were thon made as to the prevalence of colour 
blindness among English Jews, no less than 13 per cont. bsiag allicted iu this 
way, ahuge proportion. Soms of the subjocts showed their inability to distin- 
guish between brick-red aad pei-zreen. This infirmity has beea previously 
recognised though not to 80 great an extent. In another quality in which Jews 
have been credited with inferiority, circumference of chest, English Jews at least 
compare favourably with their foreign brethren, 
The next point touched upon was the shape of the Jewisi heal, and it was 
here pointed out that Eaglish were more long-headed (dolichocephalous) than 
any Jews hitherto examined. It was, however, pointed out that this was some- 
what delusive as these reau'ts did not give size of head but oaly tho proportion 
of breadth t) length. A new method:of measurement was suggested by multi- 
plying length and breadth instead of dividing the latter by the former. On 
comparing the “ foundation-index” of various claeses it was fouad tat it increased 
with age, is inferior in females, though oaly slightly so in the East Ead while 
the Sephardim showed themse'ves to advantage ip this measurement.

In conformity with a law dating from the first French Revolution, when the 


the churches and the synazozues, the convents and the lay charitable institutions, 
the Communal Administration of Brusssels ordered in 1577 the closing of all denomi- 
national cemeteries and notably of the Jewish burial ground situated at Saint Gilles 
a suburb of Brussels. The ground forming the cemetery had, of course, been pur- 
chased by the Jews of Brussels, and the Jewish Consistory demanded, as a conse- 
quence, that the Communal Administration should—notwithstanding its order to 
close the cemetery—recognise the property in the ground of the Jewish community. 
The Communal Authority refused the request alleging that at the time when the 
property was acquired the Belgian Jews were not a civil corporation. The right of 
forming a civil corporation was granted to the Jewish Consistory only in 1870, and 
the property was acquired in 1829. The long lawsuit for determining the pro- 
prietorship is now approaching its end.

- A letter was read from Mr, J. de Castro, who was absent from London, who 
wrote, hoping that in the event of his being elected Parnase, he would receive the 
support of the younger members, in order toimprove the position of the synagogue. 

Mr. Joseru Sepac Mosterione, in supporting the nominations of the 
Mabamad, said that the congregation was under d-ep obligations to the nom 'nees 
for their willingness to accept the office. In the olden times it was customary for 
the retiring Parnassim to select two well qualified gentlenen to succeed them, and 
it was not usaal to seek the permission of these gentlemen to their being nominated. 
He could not say that he was quite in favour of th: change, as fhere were now ‘80 
few volunteers ready to accept the responsibilities of the office of Warden. He deeply 
regretted to observe the apathy and indifferenc> with which the affairs of the syna- 
gogue appeared to be regarded. Nobody seemed to attempt to improve the social 
position of the congregation. It was true thas the Yehidim were presented with a 
carefully drawn up and flourishing balaxce-shest but, he contented, something 
more should be looked for. It was of greater importance that steps should be taken 
to restore the high position the synagogue formerly held in the community. He 
hoped that the gentlemen who were about accepting the offices of Wardens would 
address themselves primarily to a consideration of and determination to improve the 
existing condition of affairs. He felt strongly that the vitality, well-being, and 
happiness of the congregation depend :d upon increased interest o1 the ah of the 
members. Perhaps alterations were necded, and he would invite the Wardens to 

ive their attention t» that subject, and to see whether some measures could ba 
troduced which would incre ise the vitality of the cougregation aod bring about a 
aclation of paramount importance to the eynagogue. 

Mr. A. D. De Pass said that the forcible remarks of Mr. Sebag Montefiore 
might well have been addressed to the Yehidim generally rather thin to the 
incoming wardens. The wardens would in ividually, as a matterof course, do all 
io their power to assist in bring og about a return of vitality int» the congregation, 
and would support any change 10 the present order of thinge, which woul1 effect 
the happy end that Mr. Sebag Montefiore desired. He could not help observing 
with pain the diminishing attendance at the synagogues, and considered that 
improvement in that partioulsr direction was the corner-stone from which the 
executive should work.

Working Men's Club was held at the institation, Mr. Samuel Montaga, M.T., the 
dent. in the Conair, The proceedings were characterised by even more than the 
neval amount of interest and excitement by which the annual elections of the Club 
are marked. The poll was one of the largest recorded, 495 members having voted, 
amongst whom werea fair proportion of the female members. The pressure ited 
so great that the poll had to be kept open till eleven o'clock, After a very spiri ; 
contest the following were elected on the Committee for the ensaing two years “ 
Messrs. J. Aarons, L J. Barnett, G. Friedlander, N. Gluckstein, A. Goldsmith, C. 
Jonas. J. N. Joseph, A. Lines, J. M. Lissack, Jan. S, Ladski, A. M. Myers, I. Perez, 
S Staal, J. Wollrauch. ; 

The annual report for 1888 refers to the contioned prosperity of the Club. 
Commencing the year with a deficit of £30 it clo es witha balance in hand of over 
£21. The Lads’ Institate, on the other hand shows a farther los? on the years 
working. the total deficit balance amounting to £88, which leaves the general 
halence sheet with a deficit of £61. The Committee advise that the separate 
existence of the Lads’ Institate be discontinned, and that such alterations be made 
in the Alie Street Ciub as will enable the lads to be again admitted there, with 
benefit to themselves and without inconvenience to the present members of the 
Club, The normal +trength of the Clab, 1,600 members remains practically 
changed. while the more crowded «tate of the rooms at all times goes to show that 
the greater proportion are bon i fide members for whom the Club is intended. The 
various enb-Committees snbmit reports of the departments under their charge and 
details are alao given of the progress during the year of the Amateur Athletic 
Soclety,the Angling Association, Chess and Draught Clab, the Choral Society, and the 
Swimming Club, in connection with the Institution, The Committee have authorized 
Mr. Lewis Solomon, the Honorary Architect, to prepare plans for the enlargement 
of the building. A report of the Lads’ Institute for the past year was also read. 
The total income of the Club for the year was £663, of which £285 was derived 
from subscriptions and £262 from “ games.” 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the report, which was passed with 
acclamation, congratulated the members npon the satisfactory progress made by the 
institution. The number of members was well sustained and it became imperative 
that the institution #»ould be considerably enlarged. It was gratifying to note 
that although the year's working had commenced with a deficit it finished with a 
balance. He regretted that the Lids’ Instrtute could not be separately carried on 
without entailing a loss, It was not for want of energy on the part of the manage- 
ment or the members, but experience had proved that it could not maintain itself 
independently. The parent club would have to eupport it, or the only alternative 
would be that it would have to be closed—a atep to which he was strongly opposed. 
When the proposrd extensions had been carried oat he hoped there would be room 
for the lads, for the accommodation of the institution would be increased quite 
fifty per cent.
